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Bus Service For Commuters 


State Representative Susan Tucker 
(D—Andover) is organizing a summit 
meeting with Metropolitan Boston Tran- 
sit Authority (MBTA) officials this week 
in an attempt to procure better commut- 
er bus service for the Merrimack Valley. 

The MBTA denied a request from Mer- 
rimack Bus Company to help subsidize 
the company’s fleet several months ago, 
resulting in what Merrimack’s Steve 
Kaplan termed a ‘‘deterioration of serv- 
ice.” 

Tucker said she will ‘“‘immediately try 
to reverse the state’s decision’’ to deny 
funding for the floundering bus compa- 
ny. She added the present commuter sit- 
uation “worries me a great deal.”’ 

Tucker, Kaplan and representatives 
from the state were among those in at- 
tendance for Monday night’s ‘‘commuter 
forum” at Town Hall, when angry resi- 
dents who work in Boston took Kaplan to 
task for delays in service and over- 
crowded conditions on Merrimack buses. 

Kaplan responded to these concerns by 
blaming a lack of state monies for the 
decline in service. ‘‘We’re doing the best 
we can to fight an uphill battle under ex- 
tremely adverse circumstances,”’ he told 
the crowd of 60-plus commuters. ‘‘We 
expected new equipment (from the 
MBTA), it didn’t come through, and 
we're stuck between a rock and a hard 
place.” 

Most private bus companies making 
runs to Boston, Kaplan explained, re- 
ceive aid from the MBTA in the form of 
buses or equipment. At present, he said, 
Merrimack operates with limited help 
from the state Executive Office of Trans- 
portation and Construction (EOTC). 
‘“‘We have an aging fleet of buses that we 
are trying to keep on the road,” Kaplan 
commented. “‘The state came up with 
three new buses, and we should get more 
new buses in six months.”’ 

In addition, Kaplan said Merrimack 
owns four upgraded 1978 buses, but ‘‘we 
were not able to keep our older buses on 


gatkstres , 
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the road”’ due to their age and condition. 

The state Department of Public Utili- 
ties (DPU) yanked some of Merrimack’s 
vintage 1965 vehicles off the road when 
they failed inspection, Tucker said. 

Kaplan stressed it is difficult for the 
company to run properly without state 
subsidy, because of the prohibitive cost 
of purchasing new buses. Each new bus 
costs in excess of $50,000, and Merri- 
mack is “already spending far more 
money than we take in,’”’ according to 
Kaplan. ‘“The economics is such that we 
don’t know what we’re going to do,”’ he 
added. 

To help keep commuters on schedule, 
Merrimack rents out buses from other 
companies to cover routes left vacant by 
equipment failures. Mike Sharff, rep- 
resenting the EOTC, said while he is 
‘pleased to see the effort made’’ by Mer- 
rimack to continue service, he said the 
state ‘‘doesn’t want to take over bus 
companies.”’ 

Sharff said the MBTA turned down 
Merrimack’s subsidy request because 
the company’s proposal was for new 
equipment to cover existing services, 
and ‘‘the MBTA’s priorities were for the 
starting of new services, not to keep old 
lines running.”’ 

Kaplan pledged a commitment to 
‘maintain our schedtle and service as 
best we can.”’ He acknowledged ‘‘service 
has been uneven at best,”’ and that with 
“extremely limited resources” this will 
be difficult to do. 

The paucity of buses available is ac- 
centuated on Wednesdays, when Phillips 
Academy students travel to Boston for 
sessions there. Residents complained the 
students add further to an already 
crowded commute. 

Merrimack Bus spokesman Arthur 
Bird said the company tries to supply 
enough buses to cover the extra passen- 
gers, but added it has been difficult to 
obtain extra vehicles on Wednesdays. 
‘‘We’re spending big money to supply 
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companies to do the job if we can’t,” ne 
said. 

Bird cited DPU regulations prohibiting 
more than 10 standees as contributing to 
more commuters having longer waits for 
service. ‘‘There’s not enough equipment

Accounts Cut 
To Meet 
Budget 


The school committee has 
finalized its operating budget for the 
1988 Fiscal Year, cutting $125,000 
from various accounts and setting 
them aside for the purchase of text- 
books, equipment and classroom 
supplies. 

The departure of Assistant Super- 
intendent Dr. Leslie G. Loomis last 
month saved the school department 
$63,000. To save an additional $8,000, 
the principals have agreed to use las- 
er printers to do report cards. 

The position of computer resource 
person was terminated at a savings 
of $29,000, while the Audio/Visual-Li- 
brary budget was slashed by $5,000. 

The school system also received a 
$20,000 state grant under Chapter 


188, a rebate obtained by virtue of 
Andover’s having a starting salary 
higher than the state’s minimum pay 
scale requirement of $18,000. 

In a related move, the school 
committee voted 3-1 last week to 
completely eliminate the $30,500 edu- 
cational television program and put 
the money in a contingency account 
until needed for some other purpose. 

School Committeeman Richard 
Neal voted against the measure, say- 
ing it was improper to make an 11th 
hour decision without input from the 
school administration as to the im- 
pact of cutting the program, which 
also calls for the termination of tele- 
vision coordinator in the schools.

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Main, Locke Street Are Included In District 


Andover’s development throughout the 19th cen- 
tury in all the above areas. This historic district 
includes 32 buildings, five plus sites and a stand 
pipe. The residents made countless contribu- 
tions to the community and Commonwealth. 
Main Street, formerly the Essex Turnpike, 
was laid out between 1806 and 1808. Andover vot- 
ers kept pace with the nation, for these artificial 
roads were constructed from Georgia to Maine. 
The new republic wanted fast, direct routes to 
connect the state governments and improve 
travel to markets. Essex Turnpike, which con- 
nected Boston and New Hampshire cities, was 
originally a toll road until 1835 when it was de- 
clared a common highway. Locke Street was not 
developed until the end of the century even

Homes (numbers 97 and 111) were built along 
thé main highway in the preferred federal style, 
popular after the Revolutionary War. Middleage 
farmers like Amos Blanchard and Daniel Cum- 
mings represented the men choosing new 
emerging business professions. Amos was the 
first cashier of the Andover National Bank and 
Daniel was a builder and real estate developer. 
The 1819 Blanchard house has been preserved as 
the headquarters of the Andover Historical So- 
ciety and the house museum tells the story of 
Andover’s growth during the first half of the 
19th century. Cummings house began as a 
boarding house and became most: well-known 
when the second owner, James Locke, estab- 
lished a tavern. It was here that civic leaders 
initiated a petition to charter the Andover and 
Wilmington railroad, met to establish the And- 
over National Bank, the Merrimack Mutual Fire 
Insurance Company and Abbot Academy. 

Greek Revival-style buildings were built on 
the east side between 1820 and 1852 as homes, 
businesses and the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
The Willard Pike Soap Works was on the west 
corner of Main and Morton Streets. By 1890 this 
site held the Centre Schoolhouse. Archaeological 
investigation may uncover tools from Merrill

Pettengill’s blacksmith shop and foundation 
wall of the many vanished outbuildings. The 
standpipe at Main and Chapman Court is an en- 
gineering remnant from the early fire and street 
departments. It was the predecessor of the mod- 
ern water hydrant to fight fires and fill water 
wagons that would spray the dirt roads to keep 
the dust down. 

Subdivision of the larger lots on the west side 
and the development of Locke Street at the end 
of the century reflects the town’s increased pop- 
ulation and land values. Narrow, deep lots with 
substantial dwellings characterize these new 
homes. Their designs are eclectic and inventive 
with their voluminous ferms, lavish porches and 
large-scale details. Successful citizens, such as 
published John Cole and undertaker Frank Mes- 
ser, chose to build on Locke Street. The first 
building was the November Club at 6 Locke 
Street which was organized by Andover women, 
principally Abby and Elizabeth Handy, resi- 
dents of 126 Main St., as the first Massachusetts 
women’s club house. Changes in use and density 
along Locke Street have not diminished its turn- 
of-the-centruy appearance.

Renovations In Final Phase 


Now nearing completion, the Andover Country 
Club’s major renovation and expansion has re- 
newed the turn-of-the-century stucco structure, 
while preserving architectural details. 

With its red-tiled roof and scenic lawns, the 
country club has served as a pleasant backdrop 
for weddings, receptions, business meetings, 
conferences and golf matches. 

The latest renovations, designed by the Brain- 
tree architectural firm of Sullivan Design 
Group, Inc., retained the building’s elegant fea- 
tures and blended additional space into the 
existing building. 

Construction is being handled by owner Yvon

Corp.

Kent characterized the changes as being nec- 
essary to meet the demands of the country 
club’s growing business. The structure has been 
made as energy efficient as possible by fully 
insulating the walls and roof and by using insu- 
lating glass throughout the modernized com- 
plex. 
dating the function rooms, without substantially 
changing the country club’s image. 

Some large first floor areas have been subdi- 
vided by movable partitions to increase the 
number of function rooms and create greater 
flexibility for various sized functions. Function 
rooms of the redecorated first floor open off the 
two main reception rooms. 

The top floor, which is still under construction, 
will have 26 guest rooms with whirlpool baths. 
These rooms will be available for corporate 
leasing, a program through which area compa- 
nies can reserve the rooms for out-of-town 
guests. ‘‘I think this program will be a real asset 
to area companies,” Boda said. 

She also credited the architectural firm for 
the ease with which it handled the many revi- 
sions.

For the past six years, Emile Mikula has 
walked the same path at the same time five 
days a week. Some people come to their doors to 
meet him; others are less than happy by the 
tidings he brings. 

To Mikula, it’s Route 5, part of Central Street, 
the houses and businesses whose mail he deliv- 
ers almost daily. 

That’s 16 to 18 feet of mail every day. The post 
office supplies its letter carriers with rectangu- 
lar plastic boxes that hold two feet of mail. A 
little before 10 on a Thursday morning, Mikula 
is sorting the last of his route’s mail. 

‘That’s about 13 and 1/2, 14 feet, right there,”’ 
he says and points to the box on the floor. ‘‘Peo- 
ple are getting so much more mail now. People 
who used to get one or two letters and a few bills 
now get five to seven letters — and more bills.”’ 

He stands facing a tall wooden case divided 
into shelves and compartments that hold the let- 
ters on the carrier’s route. The pattern of the 
case follows the pattern of the route. The space 
Mikula shares with a half dozen other carriers is 
abuzz with activity, as they sort the mail that 
comes from Lawrence, divided by route 
numbers. 

There’s a lot to sort. ‘‘Mail volume dictates 
how long we work,’’ Mikula said. Since there is 
so much mail, some of it has to be left behind for 
the PTF's — part-time flexibles, who are hired to 
pick up the slack. 

Mikula, a 17-year veteran of the Andover Post

can handle in eight hours. ‘‘It usually works out 
pretty good,” he says as he loads his jeep in the 
back of the post office. ‘‘People have this weird 
thought that we just go into the office in the 
morning and pick up a bag of pre-sorted mail. 
They have no idea we have 2 1/2, 3, sometimes 3 
1/2 hours of office work to do.” 

The first stop of the day is 15 Central St., an 
office building. 

‘*You’ve got doctors in here, lawyers, optome- 
trists — everyone,”’ Mikula says. Mostly though, 
he sees only their secretaries. 

“Not too much today,’’ he tells Mona Hill of 
the office of Drs. Perry and Casazza. 

‘No, no, Monday’s bad,” she says. 

Mikula has his routine down pat, first up- 
stairs, then down, winding in circles until all the 
mail is gone. 

His route is a corabination of delivering raail 
right from his jeep (mount), parking the jeep 
briefly and bringing the mail to the door (dis- 
mount) and walking loops, circles of door-to- 
door stops. 

The post office used to use green relay boxes, 
but that meant crossing the street: ‘‘Whatever 
you did, you had to crisscross the streets,” 
Mikula said, ‘‘so there was a safety factor in- 
volved (in changing the system).’’ 

Now, Mikula and other letter carriers with 
walking loops go up one side of the street and 
down the other. 

“We don’t. overburden our bags, and, when

mail.” 

After he leaves 15 Central, he makes two dis- 
mounted deliveries. It takes him four minutes, 
and then he stops by an apartment house. The 
eight mail boxes in the lobby of the building are 
opened all at once by the master key Mikula 
carries. 

“This key opens every mail box in town,” he 
says. 

He picks up the mail someone has left to be 
delivered. Mikula says it will go back to the post 
office, to the outgoing mail clerk. 

“Then our job as far as picking up mail is 
finished,’’ he says. ‘‘When we come in in the 
afternoon we turn it over, and it gets sent out of 
Andover to Woburn by 5 o’clock. So it’s not just 
sitting around in the post office.” 

After the apartments, it’s South Church, then 
another private residence, where he is met at 
the door by its owner. Then he parks his jeep, 
slips a wooden block under its back tire so it 
doesn’t roll, and begins his walking loop on Old 
South Lane. 

In his pocket is a can of mace, meant for the 
age-old enemy of the letter carrier — the dog. 

“Once in 17 years I had to use it,’’ he said. 
‘“‘There’s no such thing as a bad dog. It’s not the 
dog.”’ 

The dogs, except that one, which ambushed 
Mikula about a month and a half ago, have been 


friendly, and so have most of the people, Mikula

Infinet, Inc., a manufacturer of diagnostic 
data communications products, and Gould, Inc., 
a provider of industrial automation systems, 
celebrated the reopening of the North Andover 
Mill Complex with the recreation of a historic 
photograph taken at the mill in 1862. 

The North Andover Mills, which now house the 
headquarters for Infinet, Inc., the Gould Indus- 
trial Automation Systems Groups and Crouch 
Machinery were home for the Davis & Furber 
Machine Company from 1832 to 1982. One of New 
England’s earliest and largest makers of textile 
machinery, David & Furber played an integral 
role in the growth of the country’s textile indus- 
try. By 1930, Davis & Furber was at the height of 
its success employing approximately 1,000 peo- 
ple from the Merrimack Valley. Following these 
golden years, factors including foreign competi- 
tion and the invention of synthetic fibers eroded 
the profits of the country’s woolen mills and the 
viability of Davis & Furber. By 1981, Davis & 
Furber’s directors voted to cease production 
and to abandon the mills. 

Restoration of the mills began in 1983 with the 
sale of the complex to Brickstone Properties. 
Brickstone, a development company that deals 
only with the recycling of abandoned mills, 
added the North Andover complex to its portfo- 
lio based on the mill’s free-standing location. 
Surrounded by residential properties, the com- 
plex avoided the clutter of adjacent mills. 

Today, after a multi-million dollar face lift, 
the restored North Andover Mills feature the

original exposed brick and beams and the floor- 
to-ceiling windows which were necessary before 
electrical lighting was a available. With Infi- 
net’s arrival to the complex in September 1985 
and Gould’s move into the complex now 95 per- 
cent complete, the North Andover Mills are cur- 
rently the workplace for 1,100 employees. 
According to Nicholas Papantonis, Infinet’s 
president and CEO, “The renovation of the 
North Andover Mill complex is just one more 
example of New England’s ability to adjust to 
change and represents the successful transition 
from the Industrial Era to that of high technolo- 
gy. Housing a high-tech firm in a building remi- 
niscent of an earlier century creates a unique 
contrast and an enjoyable work environment.” 
The recreation of the historic photograph was 
staged at the exact location as the original in 
front of the restored mill building with employ- 
ees from Infinet and Gould lining Water Street.

Michael Lepore reviews new manufacturing software with Daniel Frishman (standing). 


Newly formed AKKO Business Systems, Inc. 
has announced that it has purchased all rights to 
the ‘SOLVman” and ‘‘Client Accounting”’ 
software products from SOLVation Inc. 

Michael Lepore, a former vice president at 
SOLVation and now president of the new compa- 
ny, said that the sale of the software was con- 
cluded May 1. 

Dr. Daniel Frishman, president of AKKO Inc. 
and a long-time user of the SOLVman software, 
joined with Lepore in forming the new company 
and negotiating the sale. Lepore is a resident of 
Shrewsbury and Frishman is from Andover. 

According to Lepore, the SOLVman software 
consists of manufacturing and financial control 
modules designed to aid small businesses in ma- 
naging their operational and accounting func- 
tions.

"Shes says. 

“T like being out on the road and meeting and seeing people,”’ he 
says. “I always liked that. 

“Sometimes people meet me and just kiddingly they said, ‘Didn’t I 
get any mail today?’ or ‘More bills?’’’ 

As he walks by a house, he chats with the man on the front lawn. 

‘“‘How’s the weather back home?”’ 

“Nice — 90,”’ the man, a native Texan, answers. 

It is almost that temperature in Andover today, and Mikula is 
perspiring heavily. “This is where I get my temperature,” he says 
later, as he makes a walking delivery at a Central Street house with 
a thermometer next to its mailbox. ‘“‘Eighty-two degrees. 

“Cold doesn’t bother me. It’s easier to get warmer than it is to get 
cooler,” he says. “‘But the blizzards in winter, although they are few 
and far between, are tough. A slip or a fall could put you out of work. 
In good weather, let’s face it, all you've got is the heat.’’ 

At the house across the street, Mikula is met by a boy who wants 
to know how many stamps his letter needs. 

‘That looks like 36 anyway,”’ he says, lifting the envelope. 

The boy pits two 22-cent stamps on it and gives it to Mikula. City 
carriers don’t have stamps with them, although rural carriers 
usually do, he says. 

Mikula has seen some strange addresses on the envelopes he 
delivers. 

‘“‘We’ve had some that will say ‘third mansion of the left’ or some- 
thing like that.”’ 

If an address contains only a name and zip code, Mikula said, the 
post office tries to get it to the person. 

Mikula, who specifically requested Route 5 six years ago, knows it 
well. He walks with brisk strides to the mail boxes of certain houses 
and right past the ones whose owners are on vacation. 

‘They can have it (their mail) forwarded or ask it to be held at the 
post office,’’ Mikula says. “‘There’s a room in the post office strictly 
for hold mail.”’ 

Mikula, a Salem, N.H., resident, is one of 47 Andover letter 
carriers, including the part timers. The civil service test he was 
required to take to get the job concentrated on memory skills, he 
said. 

“Tt is memory. Say you’re a clerk and you’re casing a mail rack 
with routes 1 through 20, you have to know that Central Street is 
right there,’’ Mikula says. ‘‘When you first start, you’re saying, ‘I’m 
never gonna get this. I’m never gonna get this.’ But you go out there 
a few times, and you begin to pick it up.”’

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With a $60,600 grant from the Merri- 
mack Valley United Fund Building 
Fund, reroofing has been completed on 
the Andover/North Andover YMCA that 
required removing 30,000 tons of gravel.

It provided money for 
a solar pool cover and a boiler that was 
converted from oil to gas.

Andover Consultants Get 
Desegregation Study Grant

A three-year $1.5 million federal grant to develop the 
best means of desegregating New England’s schools— 
while improving their curriculum— has been awarded to 
The Network, Inc. of Andover. 

The New England Center for Equity Assistance (NE- 
CEA) will ‘“‘explore new ways of achieving integrated edu- 
cation without having to resort to busing,” said U. S. 
Representative Chester Atkins during Monday’s ceremo- 
ny at The Network’s South Main St. headquarters. ‘‘Inte- 
gration is the way to quality education in urban schoois,”’ 
Atkins stated. 

The Network ‘‘provides technical assistance to schools 
and local education departments”’ said Network Director 
David Max McConkey. The NECEA grant, which calls for 
more than $600,000 in funding for this year and negotiable 
amounts for each of the next two years, will ‘‘help school 
personnel to provide programs for integrated class- 
rooms,”’ McConkey said. The Network, he continued, will 
study racial integration, bilingual education, and sex equi- 
ty needs in the schools, and how to coalesce these needs 
with staff and curriculum goals.

The Network ‘“‘runs the gamut” in educational services, 
McConkey quipped. In addition to staff training courses 
and seminars for teachers and school administrators, the 
firm also undertakes extensive research projects. 

Atkins said the NECEA program should come as an aid 
to ‘urban school teachers who can step out of the combat 
zone of their schools, and come here for ideas.”’ 

Teaching public school in the city is ‘‘one of the most 
stressful jobs in society,”” Atkins stated. So much of the 
teacher’s time is spent on discipline and other problems, 
he said, that there is often no time or energy available to 
develop a curriculum to encourage any actual learning. 

The congressman said The Network will give these tea- 
chers a place to go ‘“‘away from the firing line” to examine 
the latest materials available to help ther put together 
programs designed to relate to students from various 
backgrounds. 

For example, Atkins noted, ‘‘a history teacher can find 
materials here on immigration, the industria] revolution

The Andover Planning 
Board Tuesday night 
cancelled the public forum 
for Industrial Review, and 
again continued the public 
hearing on the bond release 
for Olympic Village II 
streets. 

Dr. Lawrence Spiegel of 
the Andover Development 
and Industrial Commission 
explained to the board there 
are no burning issues regard- 
ing the industrial zoning in 
the town of Andover. He did 
suggest, however, the offi- 
cials examine the IG zones, 
which are the most permis- 
sive of the industrial areas. 

According to Spiegel, there 
are currently 6,000 acres of 
industrial land and ‘‘we nev- 
er saw any need for more. 
We’re not hustling for (indus- 
trial) land and never have 
been.”’ 

In general, he commented

ple of good industrial zoning. 
Industrial development has 
not really caused any severe 
problems in town.”

“‘mixed-use”’ zoning of indus- 
try, commercial and resi- 
dential. “Look at it again,” 
he suggested, ‘‘the classic 
case is the Shawsheen Pla- 
za.’ 

The commission is also 
suggesting the rezoning of the 
Champy parcel off Haverhill 
St., currently zoned ID, but 
earmarked for affordable 
housing. The parcel, Spiegel 
said, “is better suited for 
housing than industry.”’ 

Commission member Jo- 
seph Hoffman reiterated 
Spiegel’s stance that ‘‘We 
don’t see any compelling is- 
sue except fine-tuning IG- 
zoned areas.’’ He then added 
changing some of these IG 
zones to commercial or 
mixed-use would allow addi- 
tional control of traffic and 
parking situations. 

Chairman Michael Hough- 
ton suggested the board may 
consider planning the mixed- 
use areas they could create 
from IG zones to create a 
reasonable mix of resi- 


dential, commercial and in- 
dustry. This would keep a

down at five o’clock.” 

Houghton then suggested 
cancellation of the August 11 
public forum for lack of any 
specific issues to be dis- 
cussed.

It would 
be a very boring meeting.” 

Board member Susan Stott 
agreed, saying “‘We would sit 
there looking at each other in 
August.”

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Emerson Looks

Emerson College is exploring the option of purchasing the 72-acre 
Champy property, which include 14 acres just over the border in 
Lawrence. site was earmarked for affordable housing by April 
Town Meeting, possibly as a joint development with Lawrence. 

Elisa Wood, assistant director of Public Relations for Emerson, 
said college president Allen E. Koenig ‘“‘expressed interest’’ in the 
parcel “three weeks ago.” Dr. Koenig is on vacation and was 
unavailable for comment. 

Tom Rousell, attorney for Steven DeCrosta, owner of the Champy 
land, said he has met with Emerson officials within. the last month. 
“They have expressed interest,” he said, “‘but so have many, many 
other people.”’ 

There are no binding agreements, said Rousell, and “‘the only one 
I would consider as having the authority (to negotiate) is the college 
president,” with whom he has not met. 

In December 1986, DeCrosta purchased the 72-acre parcel, pre- 
viously owned by Champy Construction Inc. The property, which 
sold to DeCrosta for more than $3 million, includes a 14-acre Law- 
rence lot. The land is located next to Den Rock Park, straddling the 
Lawrence border off Haverhill St. 

This year, the Andover Town Meeting approved two articles au- 
thorizing town officials to obtain both the Champy and Shetland 
properties for affordable housing development—whether it be by 
gift, purchase or eminent domain. These articles protect all the 
Andover property from other forms of development. 

According to Martin Spaggett of Brickstone Realty which controls 
the abutting 14-acre Shetland parcel, Emerson has expressed no 
interest in their holdings. The college’s interest in the area “‘is news 
to me,” he said. 

Following the April vote, Rousell and DeCrosta met with town 
officials and agreed to ‘act in a-manner that is deemed best’’ for 
Andover, while continuing discussions with other prospective buy- 
ers. 

Emerson College, located in Boston’s Back Bay, has been trying to 
move its campus to Lawrence since November 1985. Lawrence offi- | 
cials designated an 85-acre site along the Merrimack River as the 
communication school’s new home. The Emerson move is part of 
the city’s Riverfront Park Urban Renewal Plan. 

The five owners of the land slated for the project sued the city, 
claiming the eminent domain taking of land for a private college is 
illegal. The case is still pending in Lawrence Superior Court. 

While Andover Business Park settled their case out of court this 
week, the other landowners, Harold Brooks, Wilfred Cyr Trust, Ryd- 
er Truck Rental and the Lawrence Lodge of Elks have refused to 
reach an agreement to free the property for Emerson. 

The college may be trying to obtain the Champy parcel for use in 
negotiating land swaps with the other owners, or may even see the 
land as a contingency campus site should the Riverfront Park plans 
fall through. Although undevelopable, access roads to a possible 
Champy campus could be constructed across the Den Rock Park 
land. 

The Elks’ dispute revolves around the taking of nine of their 14 
acres for Emerson’s use. Offers of alternative relocation sites by 
Lawrence attorneys have thus far proved fruitless. Elks Atty. 
James Hajjar has stated the organization would only consider relo- 
cation within Lawrence. 

As early as March of 1986, Brooks had expressed a desire to par- 
ticipate in a land swap with the city, surrendering his Andover 
Street property for land on or near Den Rock Park, which abuts the 
Champy site. 

U.S. Representative Chester Atkins (D—oth) said this week 
‘‘Fmerson is doing a number of land transactions in both Boston and 
the Merrimack Valley that are designed to build them the finest 
communications school in the country.” 

Edward Logue, project manager for the Lawrence Riverfront 
Park plan, said the Champy/Shetland properties ‘‘do not fit in with 
what we’re planning.”’ A spokesman for Emerson Director of Real 
Estate Dan Posnansky went so far as to say ‘‘we’ve never heard 
about it (the Champy parcel).”’ 

Emerson originally planned to open its Lawrence campus in 1989, 
but litigation and delays in obtaining financing have pushed that 
target date to 1991. The school recently leased another building in 
Boston for its present campus, but Atkins assured “they remain 
committed to the Merrimack Valley.” 

Despite the obstacles, Logue remains optimistic, commenting 
‘‘These things have a way of working out.” 
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Lawn chairs filled the park with people young and old enjoying the music.

Over the years of his tenure, Superintendent of 
School Kenneth R. Seifert could well be described 
in newpspaper parlance as ‘good copy.’ 

Pretty generally if there was an issue with re- 
gard to educational or social issues, he was 

. always available with a comment or two, and 
whether the response was agreeable or not, it 
was certainly noteworthy, quotable and, in the 
highest percentage of cases, somewhat contro- 
versial. 

In the past week, the superintendent had some 
remarks regarding a rather delicate issue with 
which we concur and applaud. 

When a group of parents appeared before the 
school committee last week pleading their case 
for use of the schools for day care purposes, 
Seifert rightfully pointed out that that particular 
issue was a ‘ticking time bomb,’ then asked, ‘how 
come all of a sudden it’s the school’s responsibili- 
ty.’ 

At the risk of incurring the wrath of all parents 

in the community, both of whom work and want 
to provide some sort of facility to house the child 
or children while they are gainfully employed, 

Seifert’s reply should not be taken lightly. 

A municipality of a school system can not and 
should not be all things to all people. 

Just because a municipal building exists does 
not mean that it should be dedicated to almost 24 
hours of availability. 

School buildings house thousands of youngsters 
daily. They have to be maintained, cleaned and 
properly prepared for the next day’s activities. 


In Andover many of these buildings are used 
for after-school activities, which at times stretch 
into the evening hours. 

There is little doubt there is adequate use of the 
educational structures in Andover. 

To add another dimension by giving them over 
to child care facilities, no matter how such activ- 
ity would be financed, seems to be asking too 
much of a community which already provides 
considerable opportunity for its residents. 


At the risk of being tarred and feathered by 


modern parents, it should be pointed out that 
child-bearing and child-rearing carry with it 
certain responsibilities. 

Among those. responsibilities is a matter of 
sacrifice. 

It is completely understandable that the cost of 
living is such that there is a need for supplemen- 
tal income in some cases. 

But, there isn’t a need to provide for a couple of 
cars, winter cruises, summer sojourns, etc, or to 
put it bluntly, to resort to the luxuries of life at 
the expense of municipal taxpayers. 

Indeed, supplemental income, where nec- 
essary, can be obtained and parenting accom- 
ae if one is satisfied to live a normal family 

e. 

It’s true the day care problem will not go away. 

But Supt. Siefert could not have put it more 
bluntly and accurately by informing the con- 
cerned parents that all options would be consid- 
ered, ‘the Andover schools cannot cover the day- 
care needs of the town.’

Foundation Warns Of Lyme 
Disease From Tick Bites 


By Lewis C. Howe 


Outdoor activities are endemic to sum- 
mer vacations, and so are outdoor pests. 
The Massachusetts Chapter of the Ar- 
thritis Foundation has advised vacation- 
ers to take precautions against Lyme 
Disease, an increasingly common strain 
of arthritis spread by tick bites. 

Dr. Phyllis N. Spieler, M. D., a local 
Rheumatologist, said getaway spots 
such as Cape Cod house the tiny Ixodes- 
dammini tick, responsible for scattered 
cases of Lyme disease in the state. “‘It’s 
all over the place,”’ Spieler said, citing 
the Cape as one major breeding ground 
for the ailment. 

The Ixodesdammini tick ‘is not the 
type of tick that expands,’”’ Spieler 
explained, but a smaller species which 
carries the rheumatic disorder through a 
bacterium released in its bite. 

Everett Penney, director of the And- 
over Department of Health, said the 
Ixodesdammini tick is also known as the 
“deer tick”’ because deer act as the ‘‘in- 
termediate host’’ for the parasites. 
‘These ticks are drawn to deer for some 
reason,’ Penney remarked. No cases of 
Lyme disease have been reported in 
Andover this year, he added. 

“Children playing out of doors or in 
wooded areas are highly susceptible to 
the disease,’’ Dr. Spieler said, ‘‘but there 
isn’t any specific group most prone to 
it.”” Victims are often vacationers who

Converse- 
ly, he added, urban schools with high numbers of minority 
students often “‘have 20-year-old textbooks.” 

Atkins praised Network, Inc. for its “fine national repu- 
tation’ in assisting education systems. ‘“The United 
States Department of Education, under this conservative 
administration, actually likes The Network,”’ the con- 
gressman said. ‘Can you imagine the most conservative 
member of the cabinet (Education Secretary William 
Bennett) actually liking something from Massachusetts?” 

The NECEA facility will be one of ten regional centers 
in the country devoted to integrating school curriculum 
and personnel while subsequently improving the quality of 
education received in the classroom. ‘‘This is the greatest 
challenge to urban education,” Atkins commented.

encephalitis. ‘Like all forms of arthritis, Lyme 
disease is very painful for the person who has it,” she 
commented. 

Lyme disease was discovered in the town of Lyme, 
Conn., where doctors at Yale University became 
concerned over what Spieler called ‘‘an extraordinary 
amount of kids in the area with juvenile arthritis.” 
She said Sorgd medical experts learned the disease

Railroad Avenue condominium con- 
struction is causing commuter calamity 
for railroad riders says Andover resident 
Robert R. McCumber. 

According to McCumber, 23 Arundel 
St., the construction firm parks pieces of 
heavy construction equipment overnight 
in the commuter parking lot, some of 
which take up six spaces each. This bars 
commuters themselves from using the 
already overcrowded ing area early 
in the morning, he said in a letter to the 
TOWNSMAN. 

McCumber added construction work- 
ers throw beer and liquor bottles in the 
street area, forcing drivers to weave 
around broken glass, and food wrappers 
are strewn about by the workers. 

The letter went on to express “deep 
disappointment...(in) those town offi- 
cials with responsibility for overseeing’’ 
construction work. “Our town officials 
also need to be more aggressive in mon- 
itoring the impact of construction pro- 
jects on the historic proportions and 
residential character” of Andover.

lems, he said no complaints had been 
received by his department. When in- 
formed of McCumber’s grievances, De- 
Salvo agreed to investigate the 
allegations. 

There are actually two construction 
sites across the street from one another, 
with the 70 unit condominium site at 12 
Railroad Ave. being the one referred to 
by McCumber. 

DeSalvo stated he visited both sites, 
and witnessed “typical construction 
sites.’ There are wrappers and cans 
strewn around the area, but this cannot 
be attributed to workers in the area, said 
DeSalvo. 

On the heavy equipment parking issue, 
DeSalvo commented he ‘“‘did not see 
that” on his visit, but told the crew chief 
of Suffolk Construction, Inc., which is 
building the larger development, such 
parking should not be occurring.

by private bus companies.’ 

House bill 5452 also dictates “increased service on current commuter rail lines to the 
northern metropolitan Boston area, institution of new commuter rail service wherever 
feasible, and improvements to MBTA bus transportation provided in this area.” 

Sharff said getting around the Central Artery depression project would ‘‘certainly be a 
challenge” for commuters, and assured those attending Monday’s meeting “there is 
planning going on now to deal with’’ the effects of the full construction, scheduledsto 
begin in 1990. 

Sharff explained the alternatives being considered for commuters are based on the 
“South Shore model’’ put into use during construction on the Southeast Expressway.
